affray. 
The diHicnlty began yesterday aflor- 


noon by Gen. ifabry attacking Major O'Con- 
nor mid threatening to kill '..him. This was at 
the fair grounds, and O'Connor told Mubry 
that it was not tho placo to settle their differ- 
ences. Mabry then told O'Connor lie should 
not live. It Booms Mubry wab armed, and 
O'Connor was not. 


The cause of tho difficulty was an old feud 


about tho transfer of somo property from 
Jfubry to O'Connor. Later in tlio afternoon 
Mabry soul word to O'Connor that bo would 
kill him on sight. This morning O'Connor 
was standing in tho door of tho Mechanics' 
National bank, of which ho was president. 
Gon. 
Mtibry and another gentleman walked 


down Gay street on the opposite aide from tho 
bank. 
O'Connor stepped into tho bank, got a 


shot-gun, took deliberate aim at Gon. Mabry 
and fired. 
Mabry fell dead, boing shot in tho 


left sido. As he 1'ell, O'Connor tired again, 
the 
shot 
taking 
effect 
in Mubry'a 


thigh. O'Connor 
then 
rushed 
into tho 


bank and got another 
shot-gun. About 


this timo Joseph A Mabry, Jr., son of General 
Mabry, eanio rushing down tho street unseen 
by O'Connor until within forty feet, when 
young Mabry fired a pistol, tho shot'tahing ef- 
fect in O'Connor's 
right 
breaet, 
panning 


through the body mm1 tho heart. The instant 
Maiiry shut, O'Connor turned and tirod, tho 
charge takiiig r;ti'oet ir. voting Mabry's right 
brnast, and sido, lie fell, pierced with twenty 
buckshot, and almost iusiintly O'Connor fell 
dead without a struggle-. 
Youug Mabry tried 


to rise but fell back (lead. 


Tho whole tragedy occurred 
within two 


minutes, and neither of tho throo spoke a word 
after being shot. 
Gunoral Mabry had about 


thirty buckshot in bis body. A bystander was 
painfully wounded in thn thigh, and another in 
the arm. 
Four othor men bad clothes pierced 


by buckshot. The affair caused groat eieito- 
ment, and (Jay street was thronged with a 
thousand people. 


General Mabry.aml bis son Joe woro acquitted 


only a few days ago of thomnrdarof MOHCS 
.Lusby mid Don Lunby, father and son, whom 
they lulled some weeks ago. 
Will Mabrv was 


killed by Don Lusby last Christmas. Major 
Thomas O'Connor was tho wealthiest man in 
tho state.

County Attorney Bliss inquired whether tho 


defendant Mrs. Francos Scovillc, would bo a 
burden on tho county if found insane. 


Mr. George Scoville answered that he would 


| ply for keeping her in nu asylum— tho best in 
, the state if nceeaaary. 
I 
Mr. Scoville then proceeded to examine tho 


.' talesmen individually. lie a&kod them whether 
] they hid any opinion formod in thn matter, 


aldo, whether they had formod an opinion of 
tho late Guitean's'sanity. 


In opening his case, Mr. Scoville said that ho 


had not expected to tako any part in tho ques- 
tioning of or addressing tho jurors. Another 
legal gentleman had boon engaged to take 
charge of tho case, and ho would probab'.y bo 
present thia morning. 
Ho said that ho was 


about tooiigttgo in tho most unpleasant duty 
of hia life. 
It would be shown that the fam- 


ily to 
which the defendant belonged by 
descent had boon tainted with insanity, at least, 
from tho year 1790, and that out of cloven 
children of her father fivo had died of insanity 
and two others wore afllctod with diseases 
which wero closely allied to insanity, and might 
bo said to run into it. It would lie" shown that 
tho grandfather of tho defendant, Mr. Guitoan, 
was a peculiar man, though not strictly iu- 
Baiio, and that he 
died of consumption, 


a dineaso closely 
allied 
to 
insanity. I', 


would bo shown in tho examination that insan- 
ity was more likely to result from consump- 
tion than from other diseases. It would 
,'jo 


shown that throo or four children of the de- 
fendant's father's family had died of consump- 
tion. Another died in moderately old ago of 
violent orysipeUs, but not until bo bad become 
incapacitated for business.1* Tho defendant's 
father died insane.

tlio Pino is Exhausted. 


In Iho opinion of the Census Commis- 


sioners on forestry and the lending lum- 
bermen of the country, all the dense 
white pino forests in the Northern States 
will be destroyed within the nest twenty 
years at the furthest. They think it im- 
practicable to attempt to preserve them. 
The preservation can only be effected by 
concert of action on the part of owners 
and by tho expenditure of large sums of 
money in the employment of watchmen, 
and in the purchase of apparatus for ex- 
tinguishment of iircs. 
Kven with these 


it is considered doubtful if tho forests 
can be preserved. ' As a pine forest be- 
comes circumscribed in its extent the 
wind has a better sweep on the remain- 
ing trees, and does more damage to them. 
Insects injurious to pine trees have mul- 
tiplied during the past few years, and 
they congregate in larger numbers in tho 
small forests that remain. 
Recently, 


fires have been very destructive to forests 
of pine. The careless way in which 
lumbermen have conducted their opera- 
tions hns had much to do in causing Jires 
to spread and destroy living timber. The 
branches and foliage of trees remain on 
the ground, and, being lilled with resin, 
they are easily ignited, when they burn 
like tinder. Fires will spread in these 
very rapidly, and go'for long distances. 
So much heat is produced that many of 
tho living trees are killed. 
Hunters, 


fishermen, and campers do much to in- 
crease the number of forest fires. They 
often go out from large towns in large 
numbers, and have no object in view 
further than having a good time. 
They 


havo little regard for property, especially 
when it belongs to strangers, 
Sparks 


from locomotives and steamboats, which 
now penetrate forest regions, are the 
means of starting numerous fires. 


Persons who are opening up farms in 


the vicinity of pine forests arc not 
very conscientious about observing prop- 
erty 
rights 
in 
regard 
to 
lumber, 


which they regard as a natural produc- 
tion of tho soil. They often take what 
they need for buildings and fences, and 
are by no means niggardly about the 
amount they use. 
Considerable is also 


used in the construction of bridges and 
culverts, and yet a larger amount is con- 
sumed for warming dwellings. 
If care 


was taken to preserve the young trees 
that remain a new growth would soon 
take the.place of the old. But this care 
is not taken. Trees arc cut down to inako 
the roads passable for teams engaged in 
hauling logs, and a vast number of prom- 
ising trees are destroyed by the falling of 
tho large ones. Fires generally follow in 
the path of the chopper, and trees, both 
young and old, are destroyed. The same 
variety of trees rarely succeed each other, 
for nature adopts the system of the rota- 
tion of crops. Experiments in propagat- 
ing pine trees by tho manner usual in 
tree culture havo not been successful. 


The seed germinates when planted in 


nursery rows, and the young trees do 
fairly till they reach the si/,e when they 
should be transplanted. It is, however, 
difficult to make them live after they have 
been transplanted. Better results have 
followed the practice of scattering the 
seed on land prepared forit, andallowing 
the trees to grow in tho places whore 
they were started. By adopting this 
course the trees nflbrd a kind of mutual 
protection, and a forest is secured in the 
course of time. The time, however, is 
long, and the results of the labor can only 
be realized by another generation. Most 
of our people are in too great gaste to be- 
come rich to wait for pino trees to grow 
to a sixe valuable for timber.

innccessiljle iilnccs thnn many people are 
aware of. 'Iho pine foroatafiVstcutdown 
•were tlioHe Unit slued noiir the banks of 
streams or near the sides of litkea. A few 
years ago forests remote from water- 
courses 
were 
of little 
value. Now 


railroadsgo every where,and much lumber 
is transported in cars instead of by meana 
of rafts. Every year more economy is 
employed in tho cutting of lumber." A 
few years ago the slabs were thrown away 
or used for fuel. 
Now they are cut up 


into materials for laths. There is now 
little waste in a saw-mill except in the 
matter of sawdust, and the amount of 
this has been reduced. Even this is be- 
ir.g converted into a substitute for lumber 
in 
some places. . In 
the meantime 


other woods are being employed in the 
place of pine for a large number of pur- 
poses. 
The fir, spruce and hemlock 


are growing in importance every year. 
Hard woods are gradually taking the 
place of the soft woods for in-door work. 
For many purposes the Southern cypress 
is taking the place of northern piuc. 
It 


is much more enduring and is quite easily 
worked. The trees are very large, and 
almost every portion of them can Lo con- 
verted into commercial lumber. The 
quantity of cypress lumber in the country 
is inuch larger than many persons sup- 
pose. Poplar, basswood, and other soft 
woods are now extensively employed for 
a large number of purposes. Uherc is no 
reason, however, for believing that tho 
"country will go to smash" as soon as the 
supply of pine lumber is exhausted. 
It 


is certain that it "served a good turn," 
and, 
as the saying- is, "helped us out" 


when tho people were poor, and the means 
for erecting "buildings were limited. We 
are better oil'now, and in a condition to 
get along with other kinds of building 
materials. The first settlers of any por- 
tion of the country need a cheap material 
for buildings, fences, and fuel. 
The 


second generation, however, inherit their 
property, and can be at more expense 
for these things. Observation 
shows 


that buildings composed of more endu- 
ring materials generally succeed those 
made of wood. In every town of consid- 
erable sine, wooden buildings are only 
erected for temporary occupancy. 
As 


population and business increase and 
better buildings are wanted, they are 
constructed of brick or stone. As the 
building contains more valuable property 
greater security is required to protect 
them from fires. 
Substitutes for wood in 


some department of industry arc brought 
out almost; every year. Within the past 
five years barbed wire bas almost entire- 
ly taken the place of boards in the con- 
struction of farm fences. 
In fivo years 


more iron or stone will take the place of 
wood for supports or posts. 
In a near 


future shelters for stock will be made of 
sheet metal fastened to supports of the 
snme materials. Slateor glass will surely 
supersede shingles for covering roofs. 
Wooden sidewalks will give place to 
those made of stone or cement. 
At 


present more fences are being torn down 
than erected in front of residence lota in 
cities and towns. This results in saving 
much lumber. Wood, except for kind- 
ling purposes, is now rarely used for fuel 
in town nouses, find has almost entirely 
given place to coul for generating steam.
